T His Chorus was in mannerofanEccho,ſeconded 
by the Coraets,then by the conſort of ten, then 
by the conſort of twelue,and by a double Choras of 
voicesſtanding on cither ſide, the one againſt the 
other beating fiue voices a peece, and ſometime e- 
uery Chorss was heard ſeuerally, ſomtime mixt,but 
inthe end altogether : which kinde of harmony ſo 
diſtinguiſht by the place, and by the ſeuerall nature 
of inſtruments, and changeable conveyance of the 
ſong, and performed by ſo many excellet maſters,as 
were actors inthat muſicke, (their fumber in all a- 
' mounting to fortie two voyces and inſtryments ) 
could not buryeeld greatfariftation to the hearers. 
W hile this Chorus was repeated twice ouer, the 
Nine maskers in their greene habits ſolemnely de. 
ſcendedto thedauncing place,inſuch order as they 
were to begin their daunce, and as ſoone as the Cho- 
rus ended, the violins, or conſorte of twelue began 
to play the ſecond new daunce, which was taken in 
forme of an Eccho by the cornents, and then cat'cht 
in like manner by the coulort often, ſometime the 
mingled two mulickes togerber; ſomerime plaid all 
-at once; which kind of ecchoing mulicke rarely be- 
cametheir S//#4an attire, and was ſo truely mixcd to- 
gether, that no daunce could euer bee bertergrac't 
then that, as (inſuch diſtraRtion of muſicke) it was 
performed by the maſkers.Afﬀter this daunce Night
